HOW TO PLANT TULIPS 


Tulip bulbs are planted in the fall and early 
winter. The general rule is to set them 4 to 6 inches 
deep, and about 5 to 8 inches apart. However, they 
can be planted as deep as 10 to 12 inches if you care 
to go to that much trouble. The deeper you plant 
them the better they will do, particularly when you 
intend to leave the bulbs in the ground for several 
years. An average good garden soil with some 
commercial fertilizer worked in it before planting, 
will produce excellent blooms. It is not necessary 
to dig up the bulbs every year. They may be left 
in the ground as long as they bloom well. However, 
many gardeners do follow the practice of digging 
the bulbs after they have bloomed and the foliage 
starts to turn yellow, storing them during the sum- 
mer and replanting them in the fall. Cultural and 
planting leaflets will be included with your shipment.

If fertilizer is used, dig it in well so that 1t becomes thor- 
oughly mixed with the earth and does not come directly in contact 
with the bulbs. A light mulch over winter is essential, particularly in 
the very cold parts of the country. Almost any kind of material you 
have available will be all right—peat moss, pine branches, etc.

___Peonies are long-lived plants that do not require transplanting unless they show signs of deterioration. For that reason 
it is worth while to be particular about the place where they are to be planted. Choose a sunny location that gets good 
drainage. Dig deep, and use some well-rotted cow manure or a commercial fertilizer to enrich the soil. Bonemeal eialke 
recommended. 


The best months for setting out Peonies are September and October. Be careful not to place them too deep, for deep 
planting may keep them from blooming. The eyes should be only 2 inches below the soil surface. A Bordeaux mixture 
spray will control diseases that occasionally attack Peonies. 


The varieties offered here are the very finest in their class, and in the double-flowered group only the highest rated 
varieties are offered. The plants offered are strong, 3 to 5-eye, healthy plants and should give excellent results.
